Dr. Oney C. Raines of 5833 Plymouth 
avenue was tried before a jury in the 
Clark Avenue Police Court Thureday 
morning on two charges, exceeding the 
speed limit and resisting Motorcycle Po- 
liceman EB. W. Mackey when. he went 
to arrest him, and was fined $25 on each 
count. . 

Mackey testified that Dr. Raines, in- 
stead of stopping when hailed by him, 
looked back and twice swore at him. 
Later, when Mackey followed him into 
his yard and arrested - hi 
knocked him down with his ‘ist, used 
vile and’ violent language to him, threw 
a B-cent piece at him, tore his star 
from his uniform, threw a glass of wa- 
ter in his face, and, to cap the climax, 
Mrs. Raines had hit him such a slap im 
the face ag to knock him down a flight 
of stairs, 

On the evening of April 2%, Mackey, 


who fad. been sent to the vicinity of. 


Hamilton avenue by the Chief of Police, 
on complaint that scorchers in auto- 
moblies were endangering lives there, 
picked up Dr. Raines, who was making 
35 miles an hour down Hamilton ave- 
nue, from Easton to Page avenue. He 
said he paced Raines for eight blocks 

He had followed Raines home and 
there told him he was under arrest. 
Raines refused to be arrested and a 
wrangle took place on Raines’ lawn 
that lasted an hour, and brought into it 
Mrs. Raines, N. 8. De Wolf, Charles 
Miine, J. B, Fry, all neighbors, and 
Policeman Schwieder, besides others, in- 
cluding some children. 


Neighbors Lend a Hand. 
During the scuffle it was said Dr. 
Raines was decidedly belligerent and 
uséd language that was scarcely pro- 
fessional. Milne. drove, the policeman 
into the automobile with a baseball bat, 
and De Wolf also took such part as to 
cause his arrest for disturbing the peace. 

» During. the. row. Dr.. Raines,.it was 
testified, took, a silver coin from his 
pocket. and threw it at Mackey with the 
remark: “Here, take this. I am a friend 
6f Mayor Kréismann and will get your 
star, You'll, need it»more than’ I do.” 
Then Milne, De -Wolf and others held 
his hands, Mackey said, while the doc- 
tor Strick him, at the satne time “giving 
him the heel,”’ and kKnocked him down. 

Dr. Raines testified that he had not 
been hailed by the policeman. and told 
to_stop_until he was well within his 
own. grounds, and that he had “refused 
to ‘go to. the police station without a 
warrant. He corroborated in a meas- 
ure Mackey’s testimony about the 
tearing of the star from the officer’s 
coat and acknowledged that his lan- 
guage had been rather strohg at 
times, 

He said that he had a few drinks 
before the row occurred. He said he 


was. funning his machine at the rate 
of 15 or 20 miles an hour on Hamiiton, 
but had not looked at his speedometer

Karl Jacobs, cosmopolite, adventurer, 
soldier of misfortune, finds the Amert- 
ean Army different from the. German 
Army and St. Louis dissimilar to China. 

Wednesday Jacobs was a high private 
in the United States Army, Eighteenth 
Recruits, at Jefferson Barracks. Thurs- 
day he was sentenced to pay fines which 
will enlist him in the Workhouse recruits 
for 72 days. — 

Jacobs came to America 10 months 
ago, Three .months ago he came to St. 
Louls and enlisted at Jefferson Bar- 
racks. He had served in the German 
Navy as a marine, stationed at Kiaushu, 
China. He had been everywhere and 
seen everything except a St. Louis po- 
liceman. 

For the first time since his enlistment 
Jacobs obtained leave of absence 


Wednesday afternoon and came up to 


see the sights of St. Louis. He had $14, 
his month's pay, in his inside pocket. 

From 8 p. m. to candle-lighting me 
Jacobs spent money and acquired a 
whisky cargo. Patrolman Weisel sight- 
ed him at Second and Valentine streets 
after dark, making a nolse like a Ger- 
man cruiser in South St. Louls with its 
anchor lost and no fag signAls out. 

“Keep still there,” the policeman com- 
manded, 





“Come with me, then,”. said the po- 
liceman. 

Jacobs braced up, squared off and 
struck Weisel on the jaw. Weise: went 
down. But he came up. He practiccd 
en Jacobs all the jimjeff jitsu tactics 
known to science, soundly trouncing his 
man and finally landing him in the sta- 
tion. 

Jacobs appeared Thursday morning in 
the Clark Avenue Police ourt. He said 
he was too drunk to remember what he 
had done to the officer, but his two 
black eyes told what the latter had done 
to him. : 

Judge Tracy fined Jacobs $5 for dis- 
turbing the peace and $25 for resisting 
an officer.
